Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1965. 

The  Birth  Rate  for  the  first  time  in  almost  twenty  years  was 
appreciably  higher  than  that  for  the  country  as  a whole.  This  may  be 
partly  accounted  for  by  the  limited  influx  of  young  married  people 
into  the  district. 

The  Death  Rate  was  almost  the  same  as  that  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  w as  slightly  higher  than  the  national 
average  but  owing  to  the  very  small  numbers  of  deaths  concerned  this 
fact  had  no  statistical  significance. 

The  incidence  of  infectious  disease  was  generally  low. 

The  Public  Health  staff  at  Sainsbury's  Abattoir  were  all  immunised 
against  Tetanus  during  the  year, 

I wish  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  help  afforded  me  in 
compiling  the  Report  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Council  and  the  Chief  Public 
Health  Inspector. 

My  thanks  are  also  offered  to  the  Chairman  and  all  members  of  the 
Public  Health  Committee  for  their  help  and  encouragement  throughout 
the  year.

B.  SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


Clare  and  Cavendish 

The  disposal  works  installed  in  1956  are  situated  about  half  a mile 
East  of  Clare,  and  will  treat  sewage  from  a population  of  2,400.  Sewage 
is  pumped  from  both  centres  of  population  to  the  works,  the  final 
effluent  from  which  has  remained  reasonably  satisf actoiy , although  at 
times  has  been  below  River  Authority  standard. 

The  Council  purchased  further  land  adjoining  the  works  to  accommodate 
extensions  deemed  necessary  in  view  of  house  building  nov;  taking  place 
and  proposed  at  both  Clare  and  Cavendish.  Meanwhile  a small  section  of 
sewer  at  Snow  Hill  and  modifications  to  pumps  are  in  hand  prior  to 
submission  of  plans  for  enlarging  the  present  works  and  alterations  to 
the  pumping  main  system  in  Clare.  The  scheme  drawings,  which  will  be 
ready  for  submission  to  the  appropriate  Ministry  next  year,  will  include 
for  sewering  Poslingford,  Snow  Hill  and  Chilton,  and  be  designed  for  a 
population  of  up  to  6,000. 

Kedington  and  Great  Wratting 

These  works,  completed  in  1963,  are  situated  about  half  a mile  East 
of  Kedington  to  which  sewage  is  pumped  from  both  villages.  The  works 
are  designed  to  treat  sewage  from  a population  of  2,100  including  the 
Risbridge  Home.  Analysis  of  final  effluent  shows  the  works  to  be  giving 
satisfaction. 

Hundon 

Disposal  works  for  this  village  were  first  in  use  last  year.  They 
are  designed  to  treat  sewage  from  a population  of  600.  Final  effluent 
results  are  satisfactory. 

Stoke-by-Clare 

Disposal  works  to  accommodate  sewage  from  a population  of  730  came 
into  use  in  December  of  last  year.  Part  of  the  village  is  sewered  by 
a gravity  sewer,  and  the  Chapel  Street  area  sewage  is  pumped  to  the 
works.  Effluent  results  are  satisfactory. 

Withersf ield 

Work  of  laying  sewers  and  building  works  proceeded  during  the  year. 

It  is  anticipated  that  the  scheme  will  be  completed  in  mid  1966. 

Wickhambrook  and  Cowlinge 

This  scheme  provides  for  the  pumping  of  sewage  from  Cowlinge  to 
works  at  the  Duddery,  Wickhambrook,  where  sewers  are  now  being  laid. 
Construction  of  the  disposal  works  is  in  hand.  Plans  are  in  preparation 
for  the  Cowlinge  sewer  and  pumping  main,  and  it  is  anticipated  they  will 
be  discussed  by  the  Council  next  year. 

Lidgate  and  Ousden 

The  laying  of  sewers  in  both  villages  is  in  progress  and  preparations 
for  building  the  disposal  works  at  Lidgate  are  being  made.  Sewage  from 
a pumping  station  near  Park  Farm,  Ousden,  will  be  delivered  to  the 
Lidgate  works. 

Wixoe 

Ministry  approval  was  given  to  the  laying  of  sewers  and  building  of 
disposal  works  to  serve  the  Church  area  of  this  parish.  The  work  is  to 
commence  early  next  year. 

Great  and  Little  Bradley,  and  Great  and  Little  Thurlow. 

Tenders  for  the  laying  of  sewers  and  building  a central  works  at 
Little  Thurlow  were  received  late  in  the  year.  It  is  possible  that  work 
could  commence  in  March  1966, 
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Stansfield,  Hawkedon,  Dens  ton  and  Stradishall. 

Early  in  the  year  the  Council  accepted  a proposal  to  drain  these  four 
villages  to  central  works  between  Stansfield  and  Denston.  Plans  are 
being  prepared  and  will  include  for  sewers  to  be  laid  at  Wickham  Street 
and  along  the  main  Bury  St.  Edmunds  road  to  Clop ton. 

Little  Wratting 

A section  of  sewer  to  serve  fifteen  houses  adjoining  the  Haverhill 
U.  D. C.  boundary  was  laid  last  year.  Sewage  is  treated  at  the  U. D. C. 
disposal  works. 

Maintenance, 

A mobile  gang  of  three  employees  are  maintaining  your  schemes.  They  are 
also  engaged  on  Council  estate  grass  cutting.  When  the  Lidgate  and 
Wickhambrook  sewerage  schemes  come  into  use  this  number  will  be  increased 
to  four  full-time  employees.  There  are  fifteen  small  sewage  disposal 
works  on  Council  housing  sites  also  maintained  by  this  gang,  and  the 
number  of  operatives  needs  revision  as  further  village  schemes  come 
into  use. 


C.  PUBLIC  CLEANSING  AND  REFUSE  DISPOSAL 

The  question  of  a weekly  collection  was  discussed  by  the  Council  late 
in  the  year.  At  present  a kerbside  fortnightly  collection  is  in  being. 

Three  fulltime  employees  are  engaged,  together  with  the  partial  services 
of  a further  employee. 

Some  collection  of  waste  paper  is  done  with  the  refuse  "round"  and 
sold  unbaled.  An  amount  of  trade  refuse  is  also  collected  in  Clare  upon 
pre-payment  by  traders. 

Tipping  of  refuse  takes  place  at  Kedington  and  Denston  where  two 
disused  quarries  are  being  filled  up.  This  method  of  uncontrolled 
tipping  causes  insect,  paper  and  smell  nuisance  and  the  tips  harbour 
veimin.  Other  and  more  hygienic  methods  of  disposal  are  being  considered. 

Septic  tanks  on  Council  house  estates  are  regularly  cleared  by  Contract, 
and  during  the  year  270  tanks  of  private  houses  were  cleared  by  Contract 
at  a reduced  rate  of  ten  shillings  per  load  of  750  gallons. 

The  question  of  disposal  of  such  contents  presents  the  Contractors 
with  some  difficulty  and  very  often  nuisance  arises.  These  will  be 
eliminated  when  the  enlarged  Clare  Sewage  Disposal  works  are  completed 
as  they  make  provision  for  the  acceptance  and  treatment  of  this  septic 
sewage.

HOUSING  IMPROVEMENTS 

The  operation  by  the  Council  of  Discretionary  and  Standard  Grant 
Schemes  in  accordance  with  the  Housing  Act,  have  contributed  in  no 
small  measure  to  the  amount  of  improvement  work  and  modernisation 
that  continues  to  be  carried  out  to  properties  in  the  area. 

Since  the  scheme  commenced  399  cottages  have  been  improved  with  the 
aid  of  discretionary  grants  and  103  by  way  of  standard  grants. 

PRE-WAR  COUNCIL  HOUSES 

Grant  aid  by  the  Ministry  has  assisted  the  Council  in  adding  baths, 
water  closets  and  hot  water  systems  to  206  houses.  A further  32  have  been 
improved  and  are  awaiting  drainage  connections  to  village  sewerage 
schemes  now  in  progress. 

A further  18  are  to  be  improved  as  and  when  main  sewers  are  available 
and  26  houses  in  Clare  are  to  be  provided  next  year  with  internally 
accessible  water  closets.
